AMERICAN LEGION 


QUESTION SETTLED 


(Special to The Sun) 


STATE UOUSE, Boston, Feb. 10.—A 


merry little controversy which has 
been going on within certain posts of 
ha American Legion Is sealed .in 
ruling made yesterday by the national 
leadquarters and communicated to the 
officials In charge of the Jlassachn- 
setls department. 


The national officers have decided 


hat the names of charter members of 
each post shall not appear ^upon the 
permanent charter, but shall be shown 
on a "membership list," to be hung in 
each case Immediately beside the per- 
manent charter, and shall be arranged 
on this list in alphabetical order. 


It has previously been decided by the 


national officials that every veteran 
joining the legion . prior to Nov. 11, 
1319, was to he deemed a charter mem- 
ber, and In certain of the posts a move- 
ment has been on foot to have the 
names placed upon 
the 
permanent 


charter, arranged In the order of Join- 
Ing the organization. 


Since some of the posts, under thJs 


ruling, havo several hundred charter 
members. It was deemed impossible lo 
Include so many names on the per- 
manent charters, and ror the sake 
uniformity it was decided to delude 
tho names from all the charters. 


In the case of posts organized since 


Nov. 11. 1313, the matter of determin- 
ing which members shall be consid 
ercd charter members is to bo left Jn 
each case to the post, but these posts 
will be required to prepare a list o. 
members to be hung at the side of th< 
charter. 


It is expected that the permanen 


charters will be Issued within a few 
days, and consequently the state of 
flclals are asking that every post wil 
forward to stale headquarters at once 
the name under which its member 
desire it to bo permanently known 
Absolute freedom In the selection o 
names Is permitted, except that alien 
tion Is called to a ruling ot Frank 
lin D'Olier, national commander, tha 
"no namo should be submitted whlcl- 
•iocs not do justice to our organiza 
tion. 
This means such names as 'K. 


P. Dodgers' and 'S.O.L.'"

Hefejrlng to the common use of cars, 


Mr. Tyler said this was successful, not 
only with reference to bos, stock, but 
particularly so in tho case of refrig- 
erator cars, the movement of fruits 
and vegetables having Increased more 
than 20 per ccnL in 1313, compared 
wilh the year before. 


Discussing equipment, Mr. Tyler said 


tho locomotives of the country were 
in a better condition'as a whole than

annual appropriations we estimate that 
It will be necessary to raise in this 
year's tax budget the i>um of 170,000 
on account of water loan sinking fund 
and J5000 on account of city hall anc 
memorial building sinking fund, 
In 
order lo fully pay these debts at mat- 
urity, 
A considerable amount of tho 
securities belonging to these funds wil 
have to bo sold, and It will b« evident 
to you that this must be done at a. de- 
cided sacrifice, as scarcely ever In a 
generation has Ihc market value o 
securities, such as are held 
in 
our 


funds, been so low—even government 
bonds showing A. great decline in value 
We would also suggest that an order 
be passed by the ciay council author- 
izing the transfer of any excess of the 
closed funds to any olher sinking funi 
which appears to be inadequate, 
Kcgrettlng the necessity for this de- 
mand on the city finances at this time 
we are
